Many a re th e women who lose th eir lives from using kerosene to lig ht a 
fire, from having their dress set on fire by an exploding lam p, a gas sto ve or 
some other cause. 


But a few wreeks ago in o u r own 
city, a child pulled a table cover from 
a table, knocking down a lam p so th a t the oil sp attere d over the little one. 


The mother in a n heroic but ill directed a tte m p t 
to 
suve 
h e r 
child, 
had 
her own cloth ing set on fire and th u s both were slowly b u rn e d 
to death. 
Hundreds of cases more or less 
sim ilar are reported in 
th e 
n ew sp ap ers 
every month in the year and yet in no case is th ere a n y skill or Ju d g m en t 


used in quenching the flames as they rapidly creep over the v ictim ’s body, 
burning every stitch of clothing, even sink ing into the flesh until life de­ 


parts. 
When a woman finds h er dress on fire ^he usually ru n s wildly a b o u t 
■creaming for help. 
Sometimes she ru n s out doors in hopes of being saved, 


but this only aids the spread of th e flam es over her 
body 
an d 
renders it 


a ll but impossible to save her life. 


It is well known that air is n ecessary to produce com bustion.

will burn without air. 
It Is well know n also th a t the flam es rise so th a t lf 
A woman’s skirts catch fire and she sta n d s on her 
feet or ru n s about,

of the body from g ettin g the continuous effect of the flame. 


If there be no bath tub there are fau cets from which cold w a te r can be 


drawn; turn them all on full force an d if possible p ut a tray, a dish or piece 
of a board under the fau cet so as to c a st the w ater out on th e floor. 
If 


that be not convenient or practical, put dishes or pails u n d e r 
th e 
fau cets 
and lie down flat a t full length on the floor and keep rolling over and over. 


When some water h a s collected u n d er an y of the faucets, ju m p up quickly 


and empty it on the head. lettin g it ru n dow n over the body to the floor. 


Drop to the floor again and keep rolling over and over until 
som e 
m ore 


water is drawn and th en repeat the process. 
By this m eth od the clothing 
can soon be wetted and th e flames extinguished.

heap of smoking ruins constitutes all 
that is left today for M arlboro’s city 
hall. 
The people of the city awoke to 
look w ith dism ay upon 
the evidence 
of the great disaster which had come 
upon them. 
Shortly before m idnight 
the fine ap­ 
pearing building which M arlboro res­ 
idents pointed to w ith much pride was 
found to be in flames and long before 
daylight the building 
was almost to­ 
ta lly consumed. 
The loss of the city 
hall would not be so keenly felt, how­ 
ever, 
were 
it not 
for the 
fact that 
the M arlboro public library, one of the 
most extensive in the state outside the 
large cities, 
was destroyed 
w ith the 
city building. 
The lib rary contained 25,000 volumes 
and all 
were burned. 
M an y of them 
were of rare value and can never be re­ 
placed. 
In addition, 
the lib rary con­ 
tained a valuable art collection. 
In 
the rest of the building were the of­ 
ficers of the various city departments, 
save on the third and top floor, 
which 
was used as an arm ory by Co. F , Sixth 


,regim ent. 
Various 
estim ates 
are 
made 
of the total 
loss, 
the 
figures 
ranging from $300,000 to $500,000. 
D uring the progress of the fire. M i­ 
chael O’Brien, a call man, was struck 
by the debris of a falling wall and he 
was seriously injured, probably in ter­ 
nally and perhaps fatally. 
The main 
cause of the total destruction of the 
city hall is found in the fact that the 
fire gained such great headway before 
it was discovered. 
The 
large 
open 
spaces in the structure on the second 
floor used as a hall and on the third 
floor used as an arm ory by the m ilitia, 
made adm irable conditions 
for 
the 
spread of the flames. 
The fire prob­ 
ably started in the hall of the second 
story where a basket ball game 
was 
held yesterday afternoon. 
It was not, 
however, until fifteen m inutes before 
m idnight when the flames were dis­ 
covered by a

What if the ancient town shall repeat the 
disgraceful 
scenes yet fresh 


In the memory of Lowell residents by granting licenses when Lowell has no 
license? 
The liquor dealers of Lowell would make 
D racut their 
base 
of 
supplies and as their speak-easy stock ran out they could easily get In a 


fresh supply from Dracut. 
Liquor could be shipped to Lowell parties on 
pretense of sending it 
to 
Dracut. As for the consumers we surmise the experience of 
1890 
should 
serve Dracut for a life time. The town would be the rendezvous for all the 
besotted and thirsty individuals in Lowell and the scenes enacted would be 


most disgraceful. 
The town meeting of D racut will have to decide this im portant m atter 


and it is to be hoped that it will decide wisely in favor of decency, order and 
sobriety by voting for no license by such a solid m ajority th a t nobody will 
question the result.

TO SAVE THE LIVES OF WOMEN. 
Many are the women who lose their lives from using kerosene to light a 
fire, from having their dress set on fire by an exploding lamp, a gas stove or 
some other cause. 


But a few weeks ago in our own city, a child pulled a table cover from 


a table, knocking down u lamp so th a t the oil spattered over the little one. 
The mother in an heroic but 111 directed attem p t 
to 
save 
her 
child, 
bud 


her own clothing set on fire and thus both were slowly burned 
to death. 
Hundreds of case* more or less similar are reported in the newspapers 
every month in the year and yet in no ease is there any skill or Judgment 
used in quenching the flames as they rapidly creep over the victim ’s body, 
burning every stitch of clothing, even sinking Into the flesh until life de­ 


parts. 
W hen a woman finds her dress on fire she usually runs wildly about 


screaming for help. 
Sometimes she runs out doors in hopes of being saved, 
but this only aids the spread of the flames over her body and renders it 


all but impossible to save her life. 


It ie well known that air is necessary to produce combustion. 
Nothing 
w ill burn without air. 
It is well known also th a t the flames rise so that if 


a woman’s skirts catch fire and she stands on her 
feet or runs about, 
tho 
blase spreads upward and is soon ail over her body. 
Notice the different ef­ 


fect of holding your hand over a gas light and close to one side of it. 


Now, if these two principles be utilized as much as possible the flames 


can be checked and the victim to a great extent can escape the effect of the 
Era. 
Therefore, first of all, gather the skirts up as closely and as tightly as 
possible so as to smother the flames by excluding the air. 
Next, lf there be 
any w’ater at hand rush to where it is. 
If there is a bath tub jum p In 


and turn on the w ater full force, roiling over and over so as to wet the en­ 
tire clothing in the shortest possible 
time and to prevent any particular part 
of the body from getting the continuous effect of the flame. 
If there be no bath tub there ure faucets from which cold w ater can be 


drawn*, turn them all on full force and if possible put a tray, u dish or piece 


of a board under the faucet so as to east the w ater out on the floor. 
lf 
that be not convenient or practical, put dishes or palls under 
the 
faucets 


and He down flat at full length on the floor and keep rolling over and over. 


W hen some w ater has collected under any of the faucets, jum p up quickly 


and empty it on the head, letting it run down over the body to the floor. 
Drop to the floor again and keep rolling over and over until 
some 
more 


water is drawn and then repeat the process. 
By this method the clothing 


can soon be wetted and the flames extinguished. 
AH the work required in gathering up the skirts and 
turning 
on 
the 


faucets, if they are close a t hand, as they usually are in such cases, can be 


done in less than ten seconds and in most cases the women spend five times 


as long running around frantically, scream ing for help. 
They may depend 
that in such cases they can help themselves better perhaps alone than with

MIGRATION 


Men and Women Earn 


Money in England 


The Dublin “F re em an ’s Journal" has 
capitally reviewed the last returns is­ 
sued by the Board of Trade regarding 
the question of 
Irish “m igratory la ­ 
bourers.” 
We take a few extracts: 
According to the Board of T rade r e ­ 
turns, 
24,438 
"m igratory 
labourers" 
from Connacht crossed to England this 
year to work at the harvest there in 
June, July and August. 
At the av er­ 
age earnings estim ated by the Board 
of Trade— JBT 10s per head—they bring 
back to C onnacht 
a 
round 
sum 
of 
£183,285. 
This 
is 
equal to 27Ms P®1' 
cent, of the entire judicial rent of the 
province. 
The 
Congested 
Districts 
Board schedule 31,873 families occu­ 
pying holdings under £ 4 valuation in 
the congested districts 
of 
Connacht, 
and the estim ated 
earnings 
of 
the 
m igrants represent about £ 6 for each 
family. 
The num ber of m igrants bas 
been declining for some years. 
This 
year it is 2,778 less than last year, and 
4,783 less than in 1900. 
This 
repre­ 
sents a loss to Connacht as com pared 
with 1900 of about £36,000 o r £ l 2s for 
each family In the congested districts 
with holdings under £ 4 valuation. 
Seventy-seven per cent., or 18,838, of 
the m igratory labourers of 
Connacht 
come from the County 
of 
Mayo, and 
their earnings, aboift £ 142,000, rep re­ 
sent £ 7 10s for each of the 18,733 fam ­ 
ilies scheduled in the congested d is­ 
tricts of the county holding land .at 
and under £ 4 valuation. 
The m ig ra­ 
tory labourers from Mayo are this year 
3,113 less than In 1900. and the loss to 
the county by this falling off in n u m ­ 
bers is £23.500. 
This 
sum 
is 
equal 
to a loss of £ 2 4s to each family in 
the congested districts of Mayo with 
holdings at £ 4 valuation and under. 
The decrease in the num ber of m i­ 
grants is due to the falling off of em ­ 
ployment caused by the increasing use 
of machinery, 
especially self-binders, 
by the English farm ers. 
The Board of 
•Trade report the steady decrease of 
em ploym ent of casual or harvest lab­ 
ourers owing to this cause, and the 
chief sufferers are the Irish m igratory 
labourers. 
* 
GIRL MIGRATION. 


The m igratory laborers are the small 
holders of land in the west of Ireland, 
or their sons, wives or daughters. 
A 
large proportion of the m igrants 
are 
girls. 
The census 
commissioners 
in 
their report on the subject of m igra­ 
tion published statistics of the "tem ­ 
porary em igrants” that left the differ­ 
ent ports, of whom 7,740 were females. 
Mr. J. Salt, the agent for the Achill 
estate, in his evidence before the Royal 
Commission of Labor in 1892, said: “I 
estim ate th a t the num ber of 
women 
from Achill who go to Scotland cannot 
be loss than between 400 and 500. 
Of 
men and boys there are fully 3(»0 from 
this estate alone.” 
Mr. O’Malley, ship- j 
ping agent at W estport quay, before 
the sam e commission, .said; "About 80 
per cent, of those who book by boat 
are women. 
The Achill women go In 
May and June 
for 
turnip 
weeding; 
some of them go in March.” 
It is this question of m igration for 
several months of the year of so m any 
thousands of Irish girls, together with 
the annual em igration of 23,000 girls to 
the cities of .\. lerica and other coun­ 
tries. th at m akes the 
tem poral 
con­ 
cerns of Ireland one of 
the 
greatest 
moral problems 
of 
W estern Europe. 
The census com m issioners’ retu rn 
of 
the 7,740 female m igrants that left the I 
Irish 
ports 
for 
tem porary work in | 
E ngland and Scotland 
by no 
m eans 
represents the extent of tills evil. 
As to the mode of life of the girl 
m igrants while 
in England, 
Bridget 
O’Gallagher, Achill, 
in her evidence 
before 
the royal commission, stated 
that she was one of a great m any girls 
th a t went to Scotland. 
On arrival at 
Paisley she took lodging for the night 
in the town, 
and next day got two 
d ay s’ work 
on a farm near at hand, 
lodging in Paisley, and she next went 
to another farm a mile and a half from 
Paisley where she worked for a week. 
H er lodgings In Paisley cost 4d a night. 
Then she took train to a p art of the 
country she did not know, where she 
was a month lifting potatoes, sleeping 
with the ether girls in an outhouse. 
She was after that one of eight Achill 
girls who went on to Perthshire, where 
they wk re five weeks lifting potatoes. 
She worked for a m onth on a farm in 
Dumfries, some other girls working on 
neighboring farm s. 
She next went IO 
or 12 miler* bv train and worked two 
week* on another farm and afterw ards 
worked on three 
other 
Perthshire 
farms. 
She described the work as not 
very hard but they were much exposed 
to the wet and some of the girls got 
knocked up. 
Some of the people gave 
them small, dark places to sleep in. 
but some were good. 
This girl was 
sixteen years of age when she gave 
her evidence and was only fifteen when 
she wandered about a strange coun­ 
try in the m anner she described. 
M ary O’Drlscoll, who also gave evi­ 
dence. was eighteen years of age and 
had then been to Scotland for four suc­ 
cessive years, and her sister, aged six­ 
te *n, hod been there twice. 
W ith her 
little sister she had travelled over three 
shires, finding em ploym ent in different 
places and had 
slept in barns. 
M r 
Pringle, assistant commissioner on the 
royal commission on labor, mentions in j

Still there is an almost humorous suggestion in the recent erection of an ‘ arch 
of liberty" a short distance from the w est gate of Seoul, near the rock cut 
Peking pass, where the Korean kings for centuries publicly acknowledged 
Chinese suzerainty by meeting there the Imperial envoys, from whom they 
received their Investiture as sovereigns and to whom they paid tribute. 
K orea’s independence only dates from 1895, when the Japanese compelled 
the king to renounce the suzerainty of China and to proclaim Korea inde­ 
pendent at the altar of the “Spirits of the Land,” the most sacred altar in the 
country.

used In quenching the flames as th ey rapidly creep ov er the v ic tim ’s body, 
burning every stitch of clothing, even sinking in to the flesh u n til life de­ 
parts.
